Though Henry George George is defeated in 
his contest for the Mayoralty of New 
York, it must by no means be assumed 
that he is not a subjeet for congratula- 
tions. He is a scholar first, and à poli- 
tician afterward. The defeat of his 
political aspirations this fall will leave 
him his winter free for philosophical 
speculation and authorship, He will 
make a “ye deal more money through 
the sale of his works for having been 
brought se conspicuously before the 
public, and his economic theories can 
searcely fail to win some disciples 
through the widening of his circle of 
readers. Had he been elected, he would 
soon have dropped into the common- 
lace routine pursued by other Mayors, 
and the more heroic features of his 
career would have been lost sight of 
altogether, to the detriment of his work 
and of his future personal 

But of more value to him, if used 
or honors or liter- 
ary leisure, will be the experience 
which he has gained in his hotly-con- 


tested canvass, not merely in his ca- 


pacity as a political candidate, but as a 
citizen. He has learned in one sweep- 


ing lesson some other philosophers 
have lived auf died without discover- 
ing—that Y. deep down in its 
heart, tself, however much it 
may grumble M and then at its own 
shortcomings.
